Sunday, February 25, is an anniversary which few people, if any, 
will celebrate by baking a cake! 

On this date, in 1913, the federal government was authorized to 
1- vy an income tax. Congressional leaders felt at the time that 
rates could never reach 10 per cent and, indeed, the first year of tax 
brought the government only $80 million, or a per capita bite of 
82 deiits. 

By contrast, in 1966 revenue from corporate and individual in¬ 
come .taxes totaled $85.5 billion, and the per capita tax yield was 
$434. While the per capita disposable income in 1966 was $2584, or 
7.2 times the $358 of 1913, the per capita tax payments were 529 
1'mcs the 82 cents of 1913. 

In 1913, a single man earning $5,000 a year paid a $20 tax; in 
3966 he paid $671. In 1966 the rates ranged from 14 to 70 per cent, 
a far cry from Congressional predictions back in 1913. 

Of Mr. Taxpayer’s total tax bill in 1913, 70.5 per cent went for 
• •ate and local government and 29.5 per cent for the federal govem- 
:ment. In 1966, 6G.5 per cent to federal, 17.9 to state.and 15.6 to local.

Seven legislative proposals j 
have been submitted by the Mass. 1 
Div. of Fisheries & Game to the 
current General Court for con- i 
sideration. 

Most important of the pro - 1 
j.osals is a bill to provide for an 
inland fisheries and game land j 
and water acquisition and devel¬ 
opment program. If passed, this 
j -roposa) would establish a one 
million dollar bend issue, repay- J 
able from the state’s General 1 
Fund over a period not to exceed 
20 years,'with the money ear¬ 
marked for acquisition and de¬ 
velopment of land iuid water! 
areas for wildlife management j 
and multiple-use outdoor recrea¬ 
tion. Current funds available for 
land and water acquisition have 
been, exhausted. 

Of interest to those considering 
tins proposal is the news that an 
economic study of sportsmen’s 
expenditures in Mass., now near¬ 
ing completion at the UM, reveals 
-jhat hunters and fishermen eon- 
*ribute over one million dollars a 
year to the state’s sales tax re¬ 
ceipts from purchase of sporting 
goods alone 1 With payments oln 
he proposed bond issue probably 
being something over $ 200,000 a 
ear, it’s evident that sports¬ 
mens receipts alone would more 
' ban pay off the bonds. 

Another key proposal would 
•hange wording of present Law to 
make the Div. of Fisheries & 
G-ame eligible for federal aid 
through it.he Federal Land and 
Water Conservation Act, (Bu¬ 
reau of Outdoor Recreational). A 
bill passed last year excepted the 
division form participation. Other 
legislation submitted includes an 
-nabling art to authorize charg¬ 
ing of fees for publications and 
movie film rental, a clarification 
rrf law to legalize target shooting 
• -n Sundays on club property, fir- 
•mg ranges or on private land. 

According to the Division and 
ei-bain law enforcement officials, 
;t, is now unlawful to shoot skeet, 


trap and artillery on Sundays 
even when a permit is obtained 
from Town Officials. j ' 

I have not seen this piece of , 
legislation filed by the division 
but will endeavor to obtain it , 
when it is written in legal form 1 
for action by the General Court. ! 

It is a matter of record that 
the division attempted to register j 
skeet. trap and archery ranges 
with a fee stipulation. If this had ! 
passed, turkey shoots held by 
chuiches and other non-profit or¬ 
ganizations would have been a : 
thing of. the past. Shoots held on i 
private farms and church land j 
would be illegal. The bill passed 
bast year, with the clarification 1 
| of a shooting range left in a 
broad status. I agree with this. I 
believe that home rule should 
| prevail and that the Town Offi¬ 
cials should be the only agents 
' involved in issuing the right to 
hold shooting events in their re¬ 
spective towns. The town and not 
an agency of the State should 
: have the right to allow or not to 
allow a sporting activity on a 
Sunday. The proponents of the 
bill claim'that the town does net 
have this right now. That any 
1 permits issued by towns to allow 
Sunday activities is illegal and 

I has no power. Towns have been 
'operating for years under the im¬ 
pression that they control their 
own Sunday activities. 

It will be interesting to note 
whether this bill filed by the di- 
! vision will make it legal for a

The big switch to electric 
treat in new homes and conver¬ 
sions—which mushroomed from 
300,000 to 3 million in the past 
ten years—is still going strong.

This means 
proper insulation in walls, ceil¬ 
ings and floors in order to cut 
heat loss, keep fuel bills down, 
and allow the heating system 
to operate at maximum effi¬ 
ciency. 

Another requirement is prop¬ 
er windows and doors. Electric

PAY BY CHECK OR MONEY 
ORDER—PAYABLE TO IRS 

Pay your 1967 Federal income 
tax by check or money order, not 
in cash, was the advice given to¬ 
day to Massachusetts taxpayers 
by William E. Williams, District 
Director of Internal Revenue. 
Taxpayers who send cash through 
the mail have no record of pay¬ 
ment in case of loss of misdeliv¬ 
ery. 

Payment can be stopped on a 
misplaced check or money order 
and a new payment made, Mr. 
Williams said. 

Checks or money orders should 
be made payable to the Internal 
Revenue Service. When a pay¬ 
ment is not accompanied by a tax 
retur’n or bill, write your social 
security number on the check or 
money order and state the exact 
purpose of payment.
